One Last Look At The RS DX-394 

(Are you tired of this yet??) 

When last we discussed this radio we mentioned a software 
"glitch" in the DX-394 which won't let you' enter a frequency 
into a band memory if you've selected it by way of the keypad. 
There's a really simple work-around, in fact: Punch in the 
frequency and press ENTER. Then either turn the tuning knob a 
step or two away from the frequency and back .again, OR use the 
UP/ DOWN buttons to do the same thing. Presto! You can now 
enter the frequency into a band memory. Seems silly to have to 
go through this extra step, but it does work. 

And there is a modification that will allow use of the SSB 
filter as a narrow AM filter; I had done a similar mod to my 
venerable Icom R70 and it seemed that something like that 
could be dope for the DX394 - it has to be cheaper than buying 
an after-market KIWA filter for it. The mod is far to complex 
to be described here, it can be found on the web at: 
<www.qsl.net/kd41yp/DX394.htm>. And thanks again to 
ickW9998aol.com for the info.

ANNUAL APRIL COLUMN 

As usual during April, I had to write this column early on a short deadline because I attended 
the annual Winter SWL Festival in Kulpsville, Pennsylvania. Plenty of ACE members were in 
attendance at the Fest this year, and we all had a great time. Thus, if you sent in material that 
you don't see here, it probably arrived after this unusual early date. We'll cover it next month. 
As a result of the forced early schedule, this column will be somewhat shorter than usual. 

ZACHARIAS L1ANGAS LOGGINGS 

Once again this month we have a variety of clandestine loggings submitted by Zacharias 
Liangas from Greece. Given the time difference between Greece and North America, he is 
often able to hear clandestines that are inaudible on our side of the ocean. But, many of these 
stations have later broadcasts around 0300 or 0400 UTC, often on the same or similar 
frequencies, so these channels are worth a look by us. 

Voice of Iraqi Kurdistan. Between 1820 and 1838* UTC this one came in on 4085 kHz 
February 21. Zacharias noted the close of a prior program at i 820, an ID, and middle eastern 
songs. An ID by a female announcer and a hymn preceded QRT. Programming was in Arabic 
with a good signal. 

Voice of the Worker. This one came in on 4195 kHz between 1745 and 1 800 with folk songs, 
the news read by a male announcer, and an ID. The date on this log was February 2 1 . 

Voice of Tigray Revolution. Zacharias heard them on 5500 kHz from 1708-1730 UTC on 
February 28. Programming consisted of a male announcer in an unidentified Arabic-sounding 
language, as well as folk songs. The signal was good in Greece. 

RADIO MARTI INVESTIGATION 

Armando Mastrapa of the Clandestine Radio: An Anti-Castro Historiography web page sends 
in a reference to a February 1 1 article in theMami Herald about a forthcoming investigation 
report on Radio Marti from the Office of the Inspector General in the State Department. The 
actual report is anticipated about the time that you read this column. But, the Herald reports 
that "Radio Marti's management and outside overseers have been lax in overseeing the 
professionalism of its broadcasts to Cuba, and some of its programs lack balance and 
fairness."

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WANT TO BUY WATKINS JOHNSON? 



You'll notice that the headline of this paragraph does not ask you if you want to buy a Watkins 
Johnson receiver. It instead asks if you want to buy the Watkins Johnson Company. 
Apparently it is for sale. According to CMPnet, citing Semiconductor Business News, the 
Watkins Johnson board announced on March 1 that as a result of a "strategic review" by 
investment bank CIBC Oppenheimer, the company is for sale. According to the SBN article, 
"The (WJ Trustees) board is committed to maximizing value for all our shareowners," said W. 
Keith Kennedy, president and CEO of Watkins- Johnson, in Palo Alto, Calif. "In light of CIBC 
Oppenheimer's analysis, we have now concluded the best course of action for our shareowners 
is to pursue the sale of Watkins-Johnson in its entirety or as separate businesses." A fight with 
dissident shareholders is contributing to the climate leading to the sale.

Taken literally, I suppose that the Board might listen to an offer from you to just buy the 
communications receiver portion of the company. If some ACE member would buy Watkins 
Johnson, maybe we could get them to finally put the long promised but never delivered 
passband tuning and selectable sideband synchronous detector modifications into the HF- 
1000. On the other hand, it would definitely be cheaper to just buy a Kneisner and Doering 
KWZ30, or even a Japan Radio Corporation NRD-545. 

I looked in both the latest Universal Shortwave catalog and the latest Grove Buyer's Guide, 
but I did not see a discount price listed for the Walkins Johnson Company. 



ANTI-CASTRO COMPUTER GAME 

I shopped this item around to a couple of DX bulletins, but for obvious reasons the various 
editors didn't think that it held much DX interest for people. But, after thinking about it, I 
believe that this is something that might catch the eye of some ACE clandestine buffs. There 
are now some computer games that permit you to fight against Castro, so as to free the isiand 
of Cuba. One, called A- 10 Cuba, is based on an attack from "Guantanamo Bay in this intense 
flight simulation experience. The game features multiple attack strategies and increasing 
levels of difficulty as you fight against a huge variety of enemy aircraft and vehicles." Another 
game, "Top Gun," is an aircraft fighting game that has a "mission of the month" that you can 
acquire. One alternative for the missions is an attack on Cuba.

ANOTHER ANTI-SCANNER BILL 

There is another bill in Congress to restrict the manufacture and sales of scanners. Not ccric::: 
to harass transmitters via the FCC, some in Congress seem continually fixated on passing 
legislation to outlaw receivers as well. Now that South Africa and the USSR and some of the 
other notorious political systems of the world have changed, I guess there is nostalgia among 
some knucklehead Congressmen for totalitarian regimes, and they want to set one up here in 



the United States. If you're interested in the specific restrictions in this goofy new bill, Dave 
Zantow points out that Rich Wells has the full text of H.R. 514 on his web page that can be 
reached via the http://www.strongsignab.net URL.

Finally, the FCC is considering what interference would be had 
at the highest proposed micro level, 1000 watts (LP1000) . 
There was an extensive article, again, in the March 17 issue 
of Radio World, which made front-page material. The study 
centers around distances "in kilometers from full-service 
station needed to avoid interference (FCC calculations)". 
Also considered is the antenna height of 60 meters .. .hey, WHAT 
THE Hi!! HAPPENED TO AMERICAN STANDARD MEASUREMENTS!?!? I 
HATE METRICS IN THE LAND OF THE FREE AND BRAVE! Ahem, excuse 
me, please, but 'miff said..,*! Needless to say, in my opinion, 
not too many folks have the real estate to erect a tower 
almost 200 feet tall with the appropriate guy wires- and many 
municipalities now have covenants against any outside 
structure (read: tower) they deem to be inappropriate for 
their precious beauty standards. Some Amateur radio operators 
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tower/pole structure and are using "hidden antenna" tactics, 
like plastic flagpoles and attic antennas. 



And how many working folks can easily afford a Ikw 
transmitter, much less the gear to run it? Yes, I know, I'm 
being pessimistic, but it seems all I hear about is the 
LP1000. There are those who can and WILL run this type of 
station the moment it's signed into regulations, but the vast 
majority of future hopeful micro station owners/operators I 
seem to run into will be looking at the 100 watt and lower 
Class. WHAT' S YOUR OPINION??? I WANNA KNOW!
